Land Bribe Figures.

Washington, » D. C., June 30.—A spe- 
cial federal grand jury today lowered 
the curtain on the first act of the 
government oil scandal by returning 
criminal Indictments against Albert B. 
Fall, Harding's secretary of interior: 
Harry Sinclair, millionaire off man, 
and the two Edward Dohenys—senior 
and junior—oil capitalists. 

When the curtain goes up again in 
this dram@ of officialdom it will re 
veal the final act—the four men on 


| trial in courts of justice—and the in- 
, termission between curtains will be a 


brief one, according to government 
counsel, who plan to rush the case 
to an end. 


Mouths of Secret Inquiry. 


The grand jury had been at work 
for months secretly, under guidance of 
two special prosecutors—<Atlee Pome- 
rene and Owen Roberts. The report 
on the work of months was made in a 
brief two minutes, which became dra- 
matic only through lack of any spec- 
tacular byplay. 

The jurors filed into the courtroom 
of Justice Hoehling, handed the clerk 
a document, and nodded at the jus- 
tice’s qtestion as to whéther it was 
their’ final report. They were. dis- 
missed and filed gut. A United States 
marshal was han@ed warrants for the 
four accused, but these were quickly 
pigeonh “lei, private 
having oeen made for bail. Counsel 
for .both sides chatted and followed 
the few -pectators from the room. 
None gic ced at the report, for its 
contents seemed to be known. 

Contents of True Bills. 


Then reporters vpened it for inspec- 
tion. They found the four men indict- 
ed for conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment of its oil reserves, the Do- 
henys indicted for offering a $100,000 
bribe and Fall for taking it. And they 
found a solemn reference to the late 
President Harding, for the indictments 
charged. that he issued an illegal order 
dealing with disposal of reserves. But 
there was no odium attached to Har- 
ding’s act—only sadness, for he it 
was alleged, was deceived by his trust- 
into 
signing the order. 

In quick retaliation to the indict- 
ments, however, came a statement 
from Frank J. Hogan, counsel forthe 
Dohénys, charging that the govérn- 
ment was playing politics in the indict- 
ments and that they were welcomed in 
that they “transfer the oil cases from 
the forum of partisan politics to .the 
courts of justice.” 

This statement went on to allege 
that shortly before Doheny Jr. refused 
to testify before the grand jury he was
